
Security Council continues debates 

UNITED NATIONS (R) — The U.N. Security ffo unefl agreed 
Friday to continue its debates on Central America and the latest 
tension in the Israeli-occupied West Bank. They decided, at pri- 
vate consultations in the office of the Security Council president, 
currently Jeane Kirkpatrick of the United States, to hear further 
statements on N icaragua’s complaint against the U .S. at a session 
on Friday afternoon. They agreed that after a short recess, the 
Security Council would resume discussion of the Arab states' 
complaint against Israel over the situation in the West Bank. That 
debate began on Wednesday and was adjourned indefinitely. Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick told reporters she planned to let the Central America 
debate run on, as there were several speakers.

Sierra Leone president arrives for 2-day visit 


AMMAN (Petra) — Sierra Leone 
President Siaka Pro by n Stevens 
arrived in' Amman on Friday aft-, 
emoon for a two-day visit to Jor- 
dan during which he will have 
talks with His Majesty King Hus- 
sein and high-ranking Jordanian 
officials on international issues of 
mutual interest to Jordan and Sie- 
rra Leone and the developments 
of the situation in the Middle East 
, as well as bilateral relations. 

President Stevens was met at 
tbe airport by King Hussein. 
Crown Prince Hassan, the prime 
minister, the speaker of the Upper 
House of Parliament, the chief of 
the Royal Court, the court min- 
ister, the chief chamberlain, tbe 
commander-in-chief of the 
Armed Forces, the ministers, the 
dean of the diplomatic corps in 
Amman, and senior civilian and 
mili tary officials. 

King Hussein and President 
Stevens on Friday evening held a 
meeting at the Royal Court. They 
reviewed several Arab and Afr- 
ican issues, developments of the 
Palestinian issue on the int- 
ernational and regional levels and 
the nature of tbe challenges facing 
the Middle East area. 

The two sides asserted the sig- 
nificance of consolidating Arab- 
African relations and developing 
ties of friendship and cooperation 
between Jordan and Sierra Leone.

Haig affirms commitment 
to Camp David accords 


WASHINGTON (R) — Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig Friday 
reaffirmed U.S. support for the 
Camp David peace process as he 
signed an agreement on the par- 
ticipation of American troops in a 
peacekeeping force for the Sinai. 

The 2,500-man force composed 
of military personnel from 1 1 
countries is to patrol the Sinai 
after Israel completes the return 
of the area to Egypt on April 25. 

The United States was the last 
of the 1 1 countries to sign an ind- 
ividual agreement with the 
director-general of the Mul- 
tinational Force and Observers 
(MFO), Ray Hunt, spelling out 
the terms and conditions of par- 
ticipation in the Sinai force. 

Mr. Haig made no mention of 
present tensions in tbe Middle 


East when he cited the MFO agr- 
eement as evidence of a “dee- 
pening of the peace process" bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel. 

“It is also testimony to the con- 
tinuing American support not just 
for the peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel itself, but for the 
peace process." he said. 

“Americans today can take 
pride in the fact that they have 
been full partners in this mom- 
entous and historic process.” 

The director-general of the 
MFO said about 2.400 troops 
were already in the Sinai training 
and preparing for their pea- 
cekeeping mission after April 25. 

The United States has provided 
1 ,100 troops for the peacekeeping 
force. 


Guatem ala ’s new junta leader 
says no foreign hand in coup 


GUATEMALA CITY' (A.P.) — 
The head of Guatemala's new mil- 
itary junta says no “foreign inf- 
luence" was involved in the coup 
by young military officers this 
week. 

Gen. Efrain Rios Montt, a 
57-year-old general drafted Tue- 
sday by officers who claimed the 
government they overthrew was 
corrupt and manipulated March 7 
elections, declined to say when 
there would be new voting. The 
junta Thursday annulled the ele- 
ction. 

“There is a project (on ele- 
ctions) being studied, but we (the 
junta) have not set a date,” Gen. 
Rios Montt said in reply to a que- 
stion at a news conference late 
Thursday. 

He also indicated some pubiw* 
officials who worked under dep- 
osed Gen. Fernando Romeo 
Lucas Garcia would be tried. 

Gen. Rios Montt described the 
military uprising as “nationalist," 
but rejected any political labelling 
of the new government as of the 
left or the right. 

“There was no foreign influence 
in the coup, only Guatemalan inf- 
luence," he said. The New York 
Times reported Thursday that 
U.S. officials were aware in Jan- 
uary that a coup was being pla- 
nned. 

When asked. Gen. Rios Montt 
declined to say whether he had 
met with U.S. Ambassador Fre- 
deric Chapin, but said he und- 


erstood that the coup had met with 
some approval in certain U.S. 
government circles. He did not 
elaborate. 

U.S. officials have said they are 
withholding judgment on whether 
the junta will change Guatemala’s 
human rights situation until they 
can tell who holds the real power. 
However. Elliot Abrams, head of 
the U.S. State Department's 
Human Rights Bureau, said the 
initial appraisal is that the picture 
will not improve. 

Tbe United States suspended 
military aid to Guatemala in 1977 
because of the government's ref- 
usal to accept human rights con- 
ditions. 

Gen. Rios Montt said earlier he 
would “change the image of Gua- 
temala by means of foreign rel- 
ations, especially with the United 
States." 

He was accompanied at the 
Thursday news conference by the 
two other junta members. Gen. 
Egberto Maldonado Shaad and 
Col. Francisco Luis Gordillo Mar- 
tinez. 

Gen. Angel Anibal Guevara, 
Gen. Lucas Garcia's protege and 
official winner of this month’s ele- 
ction. has been in Miami. Florida, 
“since before the coup." Gen. 
Rios Montt said. 

However, other former gov- 
ernment officials are in the cou- 
ntry and will be investigated bec- 
ause the new government will be 
characterised by the “reign of 
law." he said. . 


Klibi urges European role 


PARIS (R) — Chadli Klibi, head 
of the 22-member Arab League, 
was quoted Friday as saying West 
Europe could advance peace in 
the Middle East by launching its 
own initiative. 

In an interview with the Soc- 
ialist daily Le Matin, Mr. Klibi 
said such an initiative would awa- 
ken the United States to the imp- 
asse reached by the U.S.- 
snonsored Camp David process 
which led to an Israeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty. 

Arab League, interviewed at his 
Tunis office, said the initiative 
should recapture the spirit of an 
earlier European declaration cal- 
ling for participation by the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 


(PLO) in peace talks. 

It should then adopt the ess- 
ential parts of tbe Saudi Arabian 
peace plan calling for peaceful 
coexistence by all parties in the 
region, taken by some com- 
mentators to mean a tacit rec- 
ognition of Israel. 

Mr. Klibi said the Arab cou- 
ntries wanted West Europe, and 
particularly France, to play a more 
dynamic role. 

The European Economic 
Community (EEC), meeting in 
1980 before Greece became its 
10th member, issued a declaration 
in Venice calling for PLO inv- 
olvement and saying it would rev- 
iew the ground for a European ini- 
tiative. 


Australian minister in Israel 

TEL AVTV (R) — Australian Foreign Minister Tony Street arrived 
Friday and said Israel may have to show additional courage to ach- 
ieve a Middle East peace. 

Mr. Street, the first Australian foreign minister to visit Israel in 16 
years, said in a brief airport statement 
“Israel has already displayed great courage in pursuing its search 
for peace. Recent events have made it clear that demands for courage 
may well increase." 

He said Australia's readiness to send a contingent to the Sinai 
peacekeeping force showed his country’s comm itment to the security 
of the Middle East. 

Sultan Atrash, 100, dies 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — Sul- 
tan A1 Atrash, a well-known lea- 
der of Syria's Druze religious 
minority, has died at the age of 
100, it was officially announced on 
Friday. 

Mr. Atrash, from Sweida Pro- 
vince in southern Syria, had 10 
children including Man sour Atr- 
ash. who has held several min- 
isterial posts in Syria. 

Syrian Arabs resisting the 


French occupation named Sultan 
Atrash as “General commander 
of the great Syrian revolution" in 
1925. 

French courts sentenced him to 
death in absentia and he fled to 
Jordan where he livfed for 12 
years, returning to Syria after ind- 
ependence in 1943. 

In Amman. His Majesty King 
Hussein has sent a cable of con- 
dolences to the family of tbe late 
Arab leader. 


New Canadian constitution 
to be handed over in April • 

OTTAWA (R) — Queen Elizabeth will visit Canada from April 15 
to 1 8 to hand over its new constitution which breaks the last legal ties 
with Britain, ft was announced Friday. 

She will attend an historic ceremony to mark the occasion and wQl 
sign a proclamation bringing into force Britain’s 1982 Canada act 
incorporating the new constitution, governor-general Ed Schreyer 
said in a statement- 

The act will give Canada control over its constitution. It contains 
reforms passed earlier in Canada to its 115-year-old British con- 
.stitution and was passed on Thursday in London by the House of- 
Lords in the last am of legislation the British parliament will carry out 
for its former colony. 

The ceremony, ending what Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau has 
called "a last vestige of colonialism," is expected to take place on 
April T 7 in the Senate chamber of Canada’s parliament. 


Weinberger presses Japan to increase defence spending 


TOKYO (R) — U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar Weinberger opened 
a campaign Friday to persuade Japan to spend more on its defence. 

In a major policy speech and in a meeting with Japanese Defence 
Minister Soichiro I to, and at a press conference, he said that the 
United States was pleased with Japan's plans to increase military 
spending by 7.75 per cent this year but more was needed to meet the 
growing threat of tbe Soviet Pacific fleet. 

A senior U.S. official said the planned spending increase was 
actually worth about 4.6„ per cent, after inflation was taken into 
account, and that a rise of at least 10 per cent was needed for Japan to 
protect its air space and sea lanes °ut to a distance of 1,000 miles 
from the mainland. 

Mr. Weinberger, who arrived Friday on his first visit to Asia as 


secretary of defence, will further press the U.S. case on Saturday in 
extended talks with Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki and 
again with Mr. Ito. 

He will later visit South Korea and the Philippines before returning 
to Washington on April 4. 

In a speech to tbe National Press Club, Mr. Weinberger, recalling 
that Mr. Suzuki bad said Japan would defend nselfoutto 1-.000 miles, 
said this was not possible at the present level of defence spending. 

According to a senior U.S. official, the United States did not intend 
to press Japan to spend a specific percentage of its budget on arms, 
but would try to reach agreement with it on the need, and then leave 
Japan to set a budget to meet that need. 

He said, however, that the increase would have to be at least 10 pier 
cent, in real terms. 


‘Repression 

taking 

racist 

form’ 

PARIS (R) — French External 
Relations Minister Claude Che- 
ysson said on Friday turmoil on 
the West Bank was taking on rac- 
ist form, with Israeli settlers joi- 
ning the army in firing on Arab 
demonstratois. 

Speaking in a television int- 
erview, Mr. Cheysson also con- 
demned “the repression launched 
by the Israeli authorities in the 
area, including the dismissal of the 
Arab mayors of Nablus and Ram- 
allab. 

Mr. Cheysson, who on Friday 
received ambassadors from seven 
Arab countries as well as a rep- 
resentative of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). said 
measures taken by Israel on the 
West Bank were “undoubtedly 
illegal.'' 

Diplomats said Mr. Cheyssoo's 
remarks were some of the str- 
ongest made by an official of the 
Socialist administration of Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand, who 
was in Israel earlier this month, on 
Israeli policy in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Tbe removal of the mayors, who 
had talks with Mr. Cheysson when 
be accompanied the president on 
his visit to Israel, prevented 
democratically-elected officials 
from carrying out their duties, he 
said.

Protests in Acre, 
Nazareth against 
Israeli measures 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(A.P.) — Palestinian dem- 
onstrators blocked a train with a 
barricade of rocks Friday and 
anti-government incidents spread 
to two towns in Israel. 

Arab schools in the mixed 
Jewish-Arab town of Nazareth in 
the Galilee went on strike in sym- 
pathy with Palestinian dem- 
onstrators who have held the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip in a man upr- 
ising for a week. 

Dozens of Arabs demonstrated 
in the mixed population town of 
Acre on the Mediterranean, blo- 
cking a main road and shouting 
Palestinian slogans, police said. 
They said six arrests were made. 

An Israeli driver was slightly 
injured by rocks thrown at his car * 
in Arab Jerusalem. Israel Radio 
said. 

The Tel Aviv-Jerusalera train 
was forced to stop because rocks 
were piled on the tracks near the 
Arab village of Batir, just outside 
Jerusalem, the radio said. The line 
runs through a narrow corridor of 
Israeli territory adjacent to the 
West Bank. Two days ago the 
train was stoned in the same place. 

Occupation authorities stopped 
the distribution of three Arabic 
newspapers in the West Bank and 
Gaza, claiming some of their mat- 
erial had not been cleared by mil- 


itary censorship. The newspapers 
are Al Quds, Al Fajr and A1 
Shaab. 

Five Arabs and one Israeli sol- 
dier have been killed in the latest 
uprising. 

Israel's civil governor of the 
occupied West Bank, defending 
the dismissal of three Palestinian 
mayors, said Friday Israel “would 
not permit the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation to und- 
ermine the chances for peace." 

Menachem Milson. who rep- 
laced the military governor as Isr- 
ael's top official in the West Bank 
last November, called a news con- 
ference for the foreign media and 
said: “Israel is engaged now in a 
verv serious struggle against the 
PLO." ” . 

He described the situation as 
“crucial for the chances of peace 
in the Middle East.'' 

The wave of protests convulsed 
the occupied areas after Israel 
dismissed the mayor of Al Bireh. 
The Israelis followed this by ous- 
ting the mayors of Ramallah and 
Nablus. 

Prof. Milson said Israel was 
“struggling against a PLO goal of 
wrecking negotiations for limited 
Palestinian self-rule in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip as env- 
isioned in the Camp David peace 
agreement.” 


Jordan-PLO panel continues meetings

AMMAN — The Joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian Committee 
for the . Support of the Ste- 
adfastness of the Inhabitants of 
the Occupied Territories con- 
tinues to meet to discuss the mass 
uprising, on the occupied West 
Bank and Israeli measures against 
the inhabitants of the occupied 
lands. During Thursday's mee- 
ting. the committee discussed the 
latest developments in the occ- 
upied territories following the Isr- 
aeli decision to dismiss Nablus 
Mayor Bassara Shaka and Ram- 
allah Mayor Karim Khalaf from 
their posts. 

The committee considered this 
action as a “new crime against leg- 
itimacy and a flagrant violation of 
international laws." 

A permanent working com- 
mittee comprising several mem- 
bers from the Jordanian and Pal- 
estinian sides was set up during 
Thursday’s meeting. A spo- 
kesman for tbe Palestinian side 
told the Jordan Times that the new 
working committee would be 
based in Amman and would work 
to follow up on decisions taken by 
the joint Jordanian-Palestinian 


committee to support the uprising 
in the occupied territories. 

The spokesman said that sev- 
eral measures to support the upr- 
ising in the occupied territories 
had been taken by the committee. 

These included financial sup- 
port that would compensate West 
Bank citizens for damages that 
they had suffered as a result of 
events during the uprising, he said. 

The- spokesman also pointed 
out that “the families of martyrs 
who had been killed by the Israeli 
occupation forces during the upr- 
ising would also receive aid." All 
forms of damage that could befall 
the people of the occupied ter- 
ritories would be covered by this 
decision to ensure support for the 
continuation of the uprising, be 
added. 

The Palestinian spokesman said 
that the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) had initiated pol- 
itical and diplomatic contacts with 
all the Arab countries as of the 
first day of the mass uprising in the 
occupied territories. These con- 
tacts had been fruitful and res- 
ulted in a series of measures such 
as symbolic solidarity strikes 
taken by some Arab countries to 
support the uprising in the occ- 
upied territories, he said. These 
contacts had also resulted in coo- 


peration between the Jordanian 
government and the PLO and led 
to some joint practical measures 
to support the popular uprising in 
tbe occupied territories, the Pal- 
estinian spokesman said. 

He said that the PLO would 
continue its political campaign 
both on the Arab and int- 
ernational levels. This campaign 
had begun to show some positive 
results in the Arab League, some 
European countries and the Uni- 
ted Nations, he said. 

The spokesman predicted that 
the mass uprising in the occupied 
lands would continue due to “the 
determination of our people in the 
occupied territories to confront 
the Israeli occupation authorities 
and foQ their plbts.” 

The Jordaniao side of the com- 
mittee .is chaired by Minister for 
Occupied Land Affairs Hassan 
Ibrahim. Also attending on the 
Jordanian side are Minister of the 
Interior Suleiman Arar and Ali 
Suheimat, transport minister and 
minister of state. The Palestinian 
side is chaired by Hamid Abu Sit- 
tah and also includes Khalil Al 
Wazir, a chief military aid to Yas- 
ser Arafat, and Dr. Hanna Naser. 
who is rhe PLO Executive Com- 
mittee member responsible for 
education in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 


Israelis to lift Golan blockade 


TEL AVIV (A.P.) — Israeli mil- 
itary authorities will lift their blo- 
ckade of .Arab villages on the 
Golan Heights on April 1. the 
Defence Ministry has announced. 

But in a statement Thursday 
night, the ministry warned that 
Golan Arabs who refused to acc- 
ept Israeli identity cards would be 
restricted in their movements. 

The blockade was imposed to 
break a six-week-old strike by the 


15,000 Golan Arabs in protest at 
Israel's annexation of the Syrian 
territory. 

The Arabs, who under post- 
annexation law are to become 
permanent residents of Israel, 
have been told they will have to 
surrender the identity cards issued 
by occupation authorities and take 
Israeli papers from the interior 
ministry. 

Golan Arab leaders issued a sta- 


tement saying they would con- 
tinue the strike and refuse the 
cards. 

The blockade of the four vil 
lages has aroused protest fron 
many quarters, saying t he villager; 
are suffering shortages of food urn 
hearing fuel and cannot tend ihcii 
flocks and apple gro\es — thoii 
main source of farming income 
Journalists have been barred cm n 
to the villases. 


Iraqis continue attacks in Khuzestan 


NICOSIA (A.P.) — A war communique broadcast 
by Baghdad Radio on Friday said 2,258 Iranian 
troops were killed in clashes in the area 125 kil- 
ometres north of Ahwaz, the capital of Khuzestan. 
in addition to scores of wounded or captured enemy 
troops. 

It said the fighting was still continuing in the 
•oil-rich province, and that the Iraqi forces also des- 
troyed 34 Iranian tanks, 27 armoured cars and 17 
other vehicles.

Earlier Iraqi communiques said a total of 16,001 
Iranian troops had been killed and thousands oth 
ers captured by Thursday in Iraqi coimter-offensivi 
to stop an Iranian onslaught in the Shush-Dezfu 
area. 

Friday's communique put Iraqi losses at 97 kil 
led. 


Bomb explosion in East Beirut kills 2 


BEIRUT (R) — A bomb exploded Friday in a 
cinema in the eastern sector of Beirut, killing two 
people and injuring 20. the right-wing Falangist 
radio said. 

The radio, organ of the right-wing militias which 
rule the area, said the five-kilogramme bomb had 
been placed under a seat in the cinema. 

One of the dead and some of the injured were 
Egyptians, it added. 

The cinema stands by a main road in a quarter 
inhabited mainly by Armenians. 


On Thursday night a car bomb exploded in a 
suburb of East Beirut injuring two people. Later an 
explosion in a suburb of West Beirut, which is con- 
trolled by Syrian peacekeeping forces. Palestinian 
forces, and Lebanese leftists, wounded four people. 

A series of bombings in the two sectors of Bemn 
and in other Lebanese towns has killed about 2( 
people and injured 150 since the middle of Iasi 
month.

AMMAN — There is definitely oil 
in Jordan's northeastern desert, 
but it will be a long time before 
anyone knows whether there is 
enough of it to make commercial 
exploitation feasible. Mr. Slo- 
bodan Marinkovic, one of the 
Yugoslav experts working for the 
Natural Resources Authority 
(NRA) on its oQ exploration pro- 
gramme near Azraq, told the Jor- 
dan Times this in an interview 
after the NRA’s announcement 
earlier this week of the discovery. 

Mr. Marinkovic’ s firm, Nafta- 
Gas Exploration and Production, 
has been working at a test drillhole 
near Azraq oasis since October 
1 981 . The hole yielded small qua- . 
ntities of petroleum at a depth of 
2.650 metres; but drilling has 
been extended about 900 metres 
below that. 

Besides the actual presence of 
the oQ, several geophysical factors 
give encouraging signs of the pre- 
sence of more of the precious 
fluid, Mr. Marinkovic said. But 
even if much larger quantities had 
been discovered in the test hole, 
he cautioned, it would stiff need a 
long period of testing and study 
before its exploitation could be 
declared feasible. 

The Yugoslav firm is about to 
finish up its work at the present 
drilling site, be said. It will move to 
another bole nearby, and NRA 
teams will take over at the fust 
one. With the experience of the 
first drillhole behind them, Mr. 
Marinkovic said, the drillers have 
an advantage at the second one. 
“Tbe programme is defined for 
tbe next one by this one.” be said; 
“... we know the ‘secrets’ now.” 
Mr. Marinkovic and 35 other peo- 
ple from his company who are now 
in Jordan will remain at least until 
October, he said. Their contract 
with the NRA is for one year, ren- 
ewable for two more. 

Mr. Marinkovic is tbe com- 
mercial manager of the Depart- 
ment for Foreign Investments of 
Nafta-Gas Exploration and Pro- 
duction, which is one member of 
the Nafta-Gas group, based in 
Novi Sad, Yugoslavia. He said 
Nafta-Gas is the second largest 
company in his country (the lar- 
gest is also concerned with pet- 
roleum). It handles everything to 
do with off. “all the way from geo- 
physics to the petrol station." 
Thus, if Jordan turns out to have 
commercial quantities of oil, 
Nafta-Gas would boost its act- 
ivities, and could help in pumping. 

■ Yugoslavia produces 4.5 mil- 
lion tonnes a year, about 25 per 
cent of its own requirements of 
petroleum, Mr. Marinkovic said. 
Of this, Nafta-Gas— which has two 
refineries— contributes about 
1.5-2 million tonnes. Int- 
ernationally, Nafta-Gas has taken 
some exploration concessions in 
several countries in addition to 
Jordan. The largest job is in Alg- 
eria, where the Yugoslav firm is 
exploring an area of 12,000 squ- 
are kilometres in a partnership 
with the government organisation 
Sonatrach. In some countries. 
Nafta-Gas shares concessions. 
Mr. Marinkovic mentioned Ang- 
ola, where his company is coo- 
perating with French and Italian 
firms. 

In Jordan. Nafta-Gas* work is 
on the basis of a contract rather 
than a concession. The NRA had 
already done the geophysical 
work, Mr. Marinkovic said; the 
Yugoslavs were brought in to do 
the drilling. 

This is the second time Nafta- 
Gas has worked in this country. It 
had a crew here between 1 969 and 
1972, Mr. Marinkovic said, wor- 


king with INA— also a Yugoslav 
firm. The two companies drilled 
several test wells— one of them 
very near to the current hole— but 
without success. That earlier pro- 
ject was financed by tbe Yugoslavs 
themselves. 

The Yugoslav team's drilling 
equipment is provided by Ideco, 
an American company. Other int- 
ernational firms providing ser- 
vices at the drillhole include the 
U.S.' Dowell. France's Sch- 
lumberger and tbe U.K.’s Mil- 
chetn. All work at tbe site, how- 


ever, is supervised by personnel 
from the NRA. Mr. Marinkovic 
mentioned that all these Jor- 
danian experts had been trained in 
Yugoslavia. 

Nafta-Gas is training “a greai 
many” Jordanians under its con- 
tract. he said. Some of them also 
end up working tor the Yugoslav' 
firm. Mr. Marinkovic mentioned 
one Jordanian who had married a 
Yugoslav woman, and is now the 
chief engineer in charge of one of 
the company's drilling sites in 
Yugoslavia. 


Red Crescent blasts Israel 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jor- 
danian National. Red Crescent 
Society Thursday condemned the 
Israeli practices against the Arab 
‘residents of the occupied ter- 
ritories. Society President Ahmad 
Abu Qoura said the barbaric acts 
by the occupation authorities aga- 
inst the Arab residents of the occ- 
upied areas are a blatant violation 
of international law and the fourth 
Geneva Convention. 

He said the dissolution of Al 
Bireh municipal council was a 
barefaced violation of Article 54 
of the fourth Geneva Convention,' 
and repressive measures against 
youth and civilians violated Art- 
icle 47 of the same convention.

THE RELATIONSHIP between the Israeli-backed 
village leagues in the occupied territories, the Camp 
David “autonomy’' plan and the most recent Israeli 
sacking of three Palestinian municipal councils and 
mayors in the West B ank are becoming increasingly 
obvious for all to see. Despite the fact that the Camp 
David “autonomy” plan was rejected outright by the 
Palestinians from the start, the Americans, Israelis 
and Egyptians pushed ahead with it, and continue to 
do so, with the aim of trying to implement the self- 
governing authority by force. The major constraint on 
the plan, however, has been the total lack of Pal- 
estinian quislings to go along with the idea. Therefore 
the Israelis and Americans, both of whom have shown 
themselves to be impervious to the strictures of both 
reality and honour, created -- or thought they did -- 
a collection of malleable Palestinian hirelings. The 
mayors of Bireh. Nablus and Ram alia h have now 
been removed by Israel and replaced by Israeli mil- 
itary officers (which reminds us of the campaign slo- 
gans of the American president, Mr. Ronald Reagan, 
to the effect that Israel has to be supported because it 
is the only democracy in a sea of tyranny, or some- 
thing of that sort: remember, Ron id?) 

The next phase of the soulless drama (besides 
proposed American aid to Israel of $2,485 billion in 
19S3. the single -largest American bilateral aid pro- 
gramme in the world) seems to be the activation of the 
self-governing authority by a combination of app- 
ointed Israeli military officers and village league des- 
perados, with not a single legitimate Palestinian lea- 
der or self-respecting Palestinian national in sight. 
And we shall have peace.... as the Americans brought 
peace to Vietnam.

Evading responsibilities 

AL RA’I: The aggressive war and the military acts of repression 
being practiced by the Israeli occupation authorities against our 
people in the occupied territories have taken a new and grave turn 
with the dismissal of Mr. Bassam A1 Shak a and Mr. Kareem 
Khalaf from their posts. 

The situation in the occupied territories has been aggravated 
further because the United Nations Security Council has pos- 
tponed its deliberations on the Arab complaint against the Israeli 
practices. This postponement is an unjustifiable act of evading the 
responsibility of the U.N. Security Council. International rea- 
ctions which condemned the Israeli measures have also evaded 
supporting the imposition of any punishment on Israel. Despite its 
condemnation of the Israeli practices. France has declared that it 
will abstain from voting at the Security Council if the proposed 
resolution calls for imposing sanctions against Israel.

These expected results 
will only encourage Israel to proceed with its aggressive war 
against the West Bank and Gaza.

In view of these faers. it is dear that waiting for an international 
action to deter the Israeli practices is like chasing a mirage. Hence, 
the Arabs have one option, of depending on themselves in con- 
fronting the escalating Israeli challenge. They must take speedy 
measures to support our steadfast people in the occupied ter- 
ritoies. unite and build their strength.

Inflation in Jordan:

As a monetary economist, I have 
felt bound to take the opportunity 
of venturing a few concepts and 
comments about inflation in a 
developing country like Jordan, 
after I read some interesting col- 
umns written by specialists in the 
Jordan Times. Perhaps this will 
lead us to a better understanding 
of the inflationary process in Jor- 
dan. 

In the spirit of scientific inv- 
estigation for purposes of policy 
making. I would like to expose the 
following questions: What are the 
causes of inflation in Jordan? Why 
does it happen? And how can it be 
prevented, stopped or at least con- 
strained? 

At the every outset, it is imp- 
ortant to stress that I do not bel- 
ieve any one desires a con- 
tinuation of the inflationary trend 
in this country. Inflation — i.e., 
continuing increases in the ave- 
rage level of prices — has tra- 
ditionally been seen as an urgent 
economic problem. This problem 
has been intensified in recent 
years, and our understanding of 
economic mechanisms involved 
has been deepened and bro- 
adened 

Clearly, however, we cannot do 
anything fruitful in the way of sto- 
pping inflation or at least of kee- 
ping it within a limit rate until we 
know why it happens. To explain 
why some economic problems or 
phenomena happen, we, the eco- 
nomists, start by formulating a set 
of relationships which suffice to 
determine the economic variables 
that relate to the problem to be 
explained. For instances, the app- 
ropriate model set up for dealing 
with the causes of inflation would 
be set of relationships which det- 
ermine the continuous upward 
movement in the rate of inflation. 

Theory & practice 

However, given the structural - 


features of developing economies 
and the absence of systematic ana- 
lysis of economic behaviour in 
developing countries, we may 
pose here the following basic ana- 
lytic questions. Is it possible that 
the theoretical relationships for- 
mulated to explain economic beh- 
aviour in the developed eco- 
nomies are applicable to dev- 
eloping economies? If so, how 
much are they? 

Basically, no one would ser- 
iously deny that the institutional 
and structural characteristics of 
the two types of economy are wid- 
ely different. But, as Schumpeter 
pointed out, it seems unlikely that 
such differences would render ine- 
ffective the economic theory in 
developing countries. Thus, due to 
the peculiarities of each dev- 
eloping economy, necessary mod- 
ifications should be taken into 
account. In addition, the choice of 
any relevant theory to the eco- 
nomic conditions of developing 
economies is a problem of emp- 
irical evidence rather than a direct 
counterpart of the theoretical 
concept. 

Having, fairly, settled the deb- 
ate of the relevant economic the- 
ory to developing countries, 1 turn 
now to venture an interesting que- 
stion. namely, what would be the 
most appropriate model of inf- 
lationary process in Jordan? 

From an economic analysis 
point of view, many economists 
have questioned the applicability 
of the “single equation approach" 
in both the developed and dev- 
eloping economies. It has been 
argued that, except in a case of a 
some extremely closed eco- 
nomies, neither simple regression 
technique nor multiple regression 
technique can be used to isolate 
the impact of each economic fac- 
tor on the level of inflation. A sin- 
gle equation approach relating, 
for example, the domestic price 
level (or rate of inflation ) to world 
prices and or money supply ign- 


ores the impacts of other variables 
because this approach does not 
require detailed knowledge of the 
structure of the economy. Le., it is 
geared to aggregate economic fac- 
tors. 

Accordingly, it has been gen- 
erally recognised that the sim- 
ultaneous equation approach — 
structural model of the economy 
— is much better than single equ- 
ation approach because the for- 
mer specifies a separate functional 
relationship for each economic 
factor and is not subject to the. 
equation bias and miss- 
specification errors. This is true, as 
I understand it, since the essence 
of the economic theory is the int- 
erdependence of economic phe- 
nomena and the determination of 

the values of economic variables 
by simultaneous interaction of 
relationships. 

Furthermore, a single equation 
approach of inflation concentrates 
on the classical quantity theory in 
which money supply is determined 
by policy action, and inflation is 
extremely a monetary phe- 
nomenon. Recently, however, a 
number of empirical studies have 
argued that, in an open economy, 
money supply is do longer det- 
ermined by policy decisions bec- 
ause of the feedback effects from 
the balance of payments (external 
factors') and the government bud- 
get position (internal factors) to 
the monetary liabilities. 

Nevertheless, to avoid various 
defects inherent in a single equ- 
ation approach, 1 have con- 
structed a dynamic simultaneous 
equation model of inflationary 
process in Jordan. The particular 
feature of the model is its focus on 
the external and internal causes of 
inflation. 

Inflationary model 

The model consists of four sto- 
chastic equations determing the

following variables: the rate of inf- 
lation, the inflow of imports, real 
government expenditures, and 
real government revenues. Also, it 
consists of three identities: the 
supply of money, the change of 
foreign assets, and the gov- 
ernment budget deficit. 

Having to do with the proper 
specification of dependent and 
independent variables, the choice 
of these variables is guided str- 
ongly by the econometric exp- 
erimentation in identifying var- 
iables that the theory does not 
specifically identify. That is, for 
each structural equation various 
forms of specification are exa- 
mined and theory is used to sup- 
port the different specifications of 
each equation. 

The empirical evidence of the 
estimated equations indicates that 
our model appears to perform 
quite satisfactorily in explaining 
the inflationary process in Jordan 
in the short run as well as the long 
run. It is dearly shown that Jor- 
dan's inflation is due to both the 
internal and external factors. 

Specifically, the analysis shows 
that before 1974, Jordan exp- 
erienced a moderate rate of inf- 
lation — always less than 10 per 
cent annum — , and external fac- 
tors played a small role in the price 
increases, in contrast, the rate of 
inflation accelerated quite rapidly 
in 1974 and 1976. This was att- 
ributable largely to external fac- 
tors, Le.. the rate of inflation of 
these years was largely imported. 

However, although the rate of 
inflation after 1974 was dam- 
pened, the domestic factors exe- 
rted upward pressure on prices in 
most years. This is to say that the 
effect of domestic factors was est- 
imated to be a large increase in the 
domestic price level after 1974. In 
addition, the rate of inflation was 
slightly explained by the lagged 
effects of the past inflation among 
the other variables. 

The findings of our model thus, 


are the following: 

First, imports and government 
expenditures would adjust very 
quickly to keep in line with inc- 
rease in price level, so that inf- 
lation in Jordan is due to both int- 
ernal and external factors. Actual 
imports and expenditures adjust 
to changes in demand for imports 
and expenditures within the same 
year (the period of observation) in 
order to keep pace with inflation: 
this implies an average time lag for 
the adjustment coefficient of 0.58 
for imports and 0.51 for exp- 
enditures is quite large. However, 
the effectiveness of external fac- 
tors in the rate of inflation is sli- 
ghtly more than the effectiveness 
of internal factors. 

Second, government exp- 
enditures adjust faster than gov- 
ernment revenues in response to 
inflation. The longer time lag req- 
uired for government revenues to 
adjust to Inflatio n is mainly att- 
ributed to the presence of long 
lags in tax collection in Jordan. 

This result leads to the con- 
clusion that as the nominal income 
rises, there will be an increasing 
divergence between government 
expenditures and revenues. That 
it, the rate of inflation is speeded 
up when the amount of time it 
takes government expenditures to 
adjust to inflation is shortened, or 
when the amount of time it takes 
government revenues to adjust is 
lengthened. 

Third, in any event, the impact 
of an increase in imports and bud- 
get deficit or trade deficit would 
increase the money supply to fin- 
ance these deficits and thereby 
generate further inflation in Jor- 
dan. and then the process will be 
repeated. 

Fourth, it is interesting to men- 
tion that credit expansion was est- 
imated to have a slight impact on 
inflation. 

In order to determine the rel- 
ative importance of the internal 
and external channels in inf- 


luencing the rate of inflation % 
Jordan, I have also simulated s 
reduced form modeL Hie cain. 
irical results indicate that die gjy. 
eminent budget deficit and tnufe 
deficit have the dominant fat 
lueacc on die rate of inflation 
Both factors explain about 92 pg 
cent of the variations in the rate of 
inflation. It takes a very short pa. 
iod for excess demand for imports 
effect or excess demand for gov- 
ernment expenditures effect to get 
spilled into the domestic price 
level 

Nevertheless, a direct tra- 
nsmission of inflation via int- 
ernationally traded goods has a 
re la tively larger influence as ind- 
icated by the size of the coe- 
fficients of correlation between 
the actual and the simulated val- 
ues of related variables. 

According to our empirical evi- 
dence, the control of inflation 
requires an accurate action by the 
fiscal authority to alleviate the 
budget deficit as well as improving 
tax collection. 

Another method for controlling 
inflat ion is that bank credit should 
be extended more to tbe industrial 
and agricultural sectors rather 
than to the less productive trade 
sector where credit is now con- 
centrated. It is noted that the con- 
trol of tbe quality of credit not tbe 
volume of credit is required to res- 
train Jordan's inflation. 

Another most workable met- 
hod for controlling inflation in 
Jordan is that trade policy should 
be reassessed to encourage the 
import of capital goods which con- 
tribute to Jordan's development 
plans over import of unproductive 
luxury and durable goods. 

It is my hope that our int- 
erpretation of Jordan’s inflation 
may help to get under way a dis- 
cussion of a more scientific cha- 
racter than was usual so far about 
the inflationary process in Jordan 
as well as the other Arab cou- 
ntries. 



U.S.-U.N. relations sour

UNITED NATIONS — If the 
United States is ignored, despised 
and reviled in the United Nations 
as U.S. Ambassador Jeane Kir- 
kpatrick claims, Americans in 
growing numbers seem to be just 
as negative about the United Nat- 
ions. 

“Get the U.S. out of the U.N.” 
signs have long been a feature in 
the hinterland. Right-wing groups 
have been gunning for .the org- 
anisation for years. 

Lately, voices that were hit- 
herto more moderate and even 
sympathetic to the U.N. have been 
raised in criticism -- among them, 
three recent democratic sec- 
retaries of state. 

Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, whose appointment to 
succeed Kurt Waldheim was por- 
trayed by Mrs. Kirkpatrick as off- 
ering hope for better times, is pai- 
ned by the attacks but has not yet 
responded publicly. 

Under Secretary General Brian 
Urquhart, Mr. Perez de Cuellar’s 
most senior adviser, said bluntly 
however that criticisms of the 
U.N. displayed “great ignorance." 
In a television interview, he said 
that some Americans and other 
Western critics simply cannot get 
used to the changed global geo- 
political map. 

As nobody seemed able to solve 
the world’s problems, “it’s nice to 
have an institution to blame," he 
said, adding that the U.N. filled 
that role beautifully. 

Mr. Urquhart said the org- 
anisation was essential to all its 
members, “especially to the great 
ones.” They, in particular, should 
not forget that it was the place 
they always came to when they 
were on collision course and was- 
ted to avert a crash - “when they 
are scared stiff.. .and people really 
see the abyss looming." 

Mis. Kirkpatrick told a con- 
ference of tbe American Legion, a 
predominantly conservative 
group, that the U.N. exacerbates 
and extends conflicts instead of 
resolving them and, on the whole, 
is “a very dismal show.” 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar rejected 


the contention. Mr. Urquhart said 
the American delegate did not 
have a very good argument. After 
Israel's annexation of the Golan 
Heights in December, was it bet- 
ter. Mr. Urquhart asked rhe- 
torically, to have the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly debate tbe Golan 
affair and adopt a resolution cen- 
suring the Israelis, or see Israel 
and Syria go to war? 

The resolution against the Isr- 
aelis — who, Mrs Kirkpatrick says, 
but Mr. Perez de Cuellar dis- 
agrees, are treated like pariahs — 
caused Mayor Edward Koch of 
New York to call the organisation 
unmoral, hypocritical and cow- 
ardly. 

He also charged that the Third 
World states which make up the 
bulk of the membership are sub- 
servient to the Soviet Union. 

“Nonsense,” Mr. Urquhart rep- 
lied. He advised the Mayor to 
study tbe voting records. “1 think 
one has got to remember that tbe 
U.N. is in New York and that obv- 
iously tbe politics of New York 
and the politics of tbe United Sta- 
tes are therefore a relevant factor 
in the way people react to U.N. 
decisions,'' be said. "We should 
not be too distracted by that.” 

Militant U.S. supporters of Isr- 
aeli policies evidently are behind 
some of the severest criticisms of 
the United Nations. There are a 
good many of them in New York, 
more of whose citizens are Jewish 
than there are Israelis in all of Isr- 
ael and where ethnics and politics 
traditionally go hand in hand. 

The American Jewish Com- 
mittee helped to assemble the lat- 
est negative report, which former 
secretaries of state Cyrus Vance, 
Edmund Muskie and Dean Rusk 
endorsed. 

So did Henry Cabot Lodge, who 
was President Eisenhower's cam- 
paign manager and tbe chief UN. 
delegate from 1953 until 1960, 

when he ran unsuccessfully for 
vice president. 

This group urged the Reagan 
administration to reassess its pol- 
icy towards the U.N., whose Third 
World majority, the report ass- 
eted, frequently imposed grossly 
biased resolutions. 


The authors denounced both 
tbe General Assembly and the 
Security Council which, they said, 
“has repeatedly failed to act aga- 
inst. condemn, or even consider” 
several threats to peace. 

Another group, the Right-Wing 
Heritage Foundation, found even 
more fault. A study conducted by 
a team led by Dr. Juliana Pilon 
described tbe U.N. as senile. Their 
wrath at the U.N. would be even 
greater if Americans realised bow 
much they paid for it. she said. 

Under an assessment system, 
tbe U.S. is mandated to contribute 
25 per cent of the regular U.N. 
budget, compared to the Soviet 
Union's 13 per cent, the second 
largest amount. 

On top of that, tbe U.S. gov- 
ernment has banded over huge 
voluntary donations for various 
U.N. programmes, including pea- 
cekeeping. Moscow’s gifts have 
been small and irregular, and 
often in non-convertible and 
therefore unusable roubles. 

Dr. Pilon estimated that from 
1964 to 1980 the U.N. cost U.S. 
taxpayers $ 10 billion and last year 
alone U.S. regular and voluntary 
contributions totalled S 850 mil- 
lion. 

According to Mrs. Kirkpatrick, 
the U.S. is not happy about having 
to underwrite an organisation it 
finds sadly wanting. But in ber 
remarks to the American Legion 
she stopped short of threatening 
financial reprisals against tbe U.N. 

The criticisms of a free- 
spending U.N. are “a Tittle bit 
oft” according to Mr. Urquhart. 
Citing peacekeeping operations, 
his own field as under secretary- 
general for special political affairs, 
he said that the recently beefed-up 
U.N. force in southern Lebanon, 
for example, costs SI 00 minio n 
every six months. “That is chi- 
ckeofeed by comparison with the 
cost of an outburst even of a small 
limited conflict in the Middle E- 
ast,” he said. “In absolute terms, it 
is nothing.” 

Still many Americans remain 
unimpressed and U.N. officials 
acknowledge that regaining U.S. 
confidence could be an uphill str- 
uggle.

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Gold fever In Bahrain EEC farmers get price rise strike hits Belgian industry 


BAHRAIN (A.P.) — A gold buy- 
ing epidemic has hit Bahrain— the 
oil-rich Gulf area's economic 
thermometer— amid sobber pre- 
dictions about the impact of the 
area's almost total dependence on 
oil revenues. 

Gold tradery in this ent- 
repreneurial Gulf island of 
380,000 .inhabitants said the gold 
buying fever was of a magnitude 
similar to that reported earlier in 
Kuwait, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates, where all forms of 
gold were being bought as soon as 
new shipments were offered on 
the market. Traders were quoted 
by the Arabic -language new- 
spaper Akhbar. 


Al-Khaleej as attributing the 
demand to declining gold prices. 

> which they said was precipitated 
by Soviet sales and to unc- 
extainities about the short-term 
future of oil revenues. 

"Saudis, Kuwaitis and wes- 
terners were the main buyers bef- 
ore the price dropped," said 
Abbas AbduDah of Family Jew- 
ellers store, “but now Bahrainis 
and other nationalities are buying, 
with an average of S2650-S3975 
per single order.” Bahrain was 
the first Gulf country where oil 
was found half a century ago. With 
reserves 'down and daily pro- 
duction now at a mere 45.000 bar- 
rels a day. it stands as a graphic 


example or other oil producers. 

“Gulf countries are clearly aff- 
ected by any oil market glut small 
or big, because oil is for most of 
them the sole source of income,” 
said Akhbar A1 Khaleej. “But our 
moves to lessen dependence on oil 
have been weak, with revenues 
tied in easy return cash inv- 
estments abroad and on similar 
and harmfully competitive ind- 
ustries which we do not need. 

A draft budget announced by 
Bahrain earlier this year foresaw 
no deficits in 1982. 


STRASBOURG, France (R) — The European Parliament voted 
Friday in favour of a 14 per cent price rise for the European Eco- 
nomic Community's (EEC) eight million farmers. 

The vote represented a sharp rebuff for the EEC commission 
proposals for a nine per cent average price rise and will give a boost to 
EEC farmers in their bid to secure substantially increased prices for 
their products this year. 

The commission has said a 1 4 percent increase this year could lead 
to the imminent exhaustion of EEC funds, but farmers have insisted a 
16 per cent price rise is justified. 

EEC agriculture ministers are due to begin a three-day meeting in 
Brussels on Wednesday where rhey will strive ro bridge the deep 
differences between the community's 10 member states over the 
issue. 

The assembly passed by 170 votes to 120 a clause in a motion 
prepared by its agriculture committee calling for the 14 per cent 
increase this year. 


BRUSSELS (R) — Thousands of 
Belgian workers downed tools 
Friday in the second nationwide 
24-hour strike against gov- 
ernment economic policies in six 
weeks, bringing several industrial 
towns to a standstill. 

But support for the strike — cal- 
led by the powerful one- 
million -member socialist trade 
union — appeared to be markedly 
lower than the organisers had 


hoped, and political sources said it 
signalled that opposition to the 
ruling centre-right coalition's 
tough programme could be dwi- 
ndling. 

Organisers said the strike found 
strongest support in the depressed 
steel town of Liege, traditionally a 
centre of union militancy, and was 
heavily-backed in Charleroi. 
Mons and other southern ind- 
ustrial towns. 

Many factories in the French- 


speaking south were silent, work 
at normally busy port of Ant- 
werp was disrupted, the coal 
mines of eastern Belgium were 
down to half-working, and in a' 
number of places bus and train 
services were suspended. 

Police said about 7.500 people 
demonstrated in the centre of 
Antwerp and a few hundred mar- 
ched through Brussels, but in both 
cases without incident.

China assures U.S. businessman 
on future of industrial cooperation 


PEKING (R) — Ame- 
rican businessman 
Arrpand Hammer said 
Friday China's leaders 
had assured him that 
his petroleum com- 
pany's ambitious plans 
to cooperate with Chi- 
nese industry will not 
be affected by current 
Sino-U.S. coolness 
over Taiwan. 

He told reporters after an 
hour-long meeting with party 
Vice-Chairman Deng Xiaoping 
that Mr. Deng said the Chinese 
would not compromise on the 
issue of continuing U.S. arms sales 
to the nationalist government on 
Taiwan. 

He quoted Mr. Deng as saying: 
“There is no room for give on that 
question, but as far as our business 
is coacemed it will not affect our 
relations.” 

Dr. Hammer’s Occidental Pet- 
roleum Corporation signed an 
agreement with China Thursday 
for a feasibility study it expects 
will lead to a joint venture to dev- 
elop one of the world’s largest coa- 
lmines at Pingshuo, west of Pek- 
ing. 

He said he discussed with Mr. 
Deng further cooperation in the 
fields of oQ, chemicals and in par- 
ticular chemical fertilisers, agr- 
iculture and livestock. 

“The vice-chairman said they 
will cooperate with U.S. in every 
way. Their policy is to encourage 
foreign investment,” Dr. Hammer 
added. 

The S3 -year-old businessman, 
who as a young man pioneered 
U.S. trade with the Soviet Union, 


said the subject of Sino-*Soviet rel- 
ations did not come up. 

But he said Mr. Deng que- 
stioned him closely* 


Earlier, speaking to Mr. Deng 
in front of reporters in the great 
hall of the people. Dr. Hammer 
praised China's modernisation. 


FRANKFURT (R) — Poland 
appears to have cleared the way. 
more than three months behind 
schedule, for signing an agr- 
eement to reschedule payments of 
some $2.4 billion in debt owed to 
501 Western banks. 

Dresdner Bank, the West Ger- 
man bank co-ordinating the res- 
cheduling, said Friday that the 
Polish authorities appeared to 


have fulfilled their latest pledge to 
meet outstanding interest pay- 
ments by Friday. Paying the int- 
erest was a pre-condition set by 
the banks to reschedule the debt 
which fell due in 1981. 

In a brief statement, it said that 
nearly all the interest due had 
been received by the banks but 
due to technical difficulties com- 
pletion could be verified only at 


the beginning of next week. 

“We presume, however, that we 
will be able to send out invitations 
for a signing of the rescheduling 
agreement in Frankfurt on April 
6.” it said. 

Poland has been gradually pay- 
ing its interest arrears, which had 
amounted to about 5500 million 
when martial law was imposed 
there on December 13.

Italy (R) — Mohammed 
Kedir of Ethiopia, winner of the 
world cross-country cha- 
mpionship in Rome on Sunday, 
will be the star attraction at the 
Five MQls race near here on Sun- 
day. 

The 2 8 -year-old champion can 
expect tough opposition over the 
9.5-kik>metre course at San Vit- 
tore Olana, which gained its name 
from the Eve water mills marking 
the route when the race began 50 
years ago. 

New Zealand's Rod Dixon and 
Hans-Joerg Kunze of East Ger- 
many, third and fourth in Rome, 
will be on the starting Line as will 
Australia's Robert de Castella, 
10th in the world championship. 

“The Ethiopians are strong but 
the party must end for them some 
time," Dixon. 31. told reporters. 
“At Rome I made the mistake of 
holding back loo long." 

Britain's challenge will be led by 
Mike McLeod, fifth last Sunday, 


Dave Clarke, ninth, and Julian 
Goater. 18th. Organisers said 
Sebastian Coe, Britain's 800 
metre, 1,000 metre and one mile 
world record holder, had decided 
not to take part. 

Alberto Salazar, the Cuban- 
born U.S. marathon runner who 
set the world's fastest time for the 
event when he won the New York 
marathon last October, will not 
take part. Salazar was narrowly 
beaten into second place last Sun- 
day. 

Veteran Mirtus Yifter will wear 
Ethiopia's distinctive green vest 
alongside Wedajo Bulte, Dereje 
Nedi. Esheru Tura, and Berharu 
Girina and their compatriots who 
won the men's team championship 
in Rome. 

Maricica Puica, Romania's sur- 
prise winner of the women's cha- 
mpionship ahead of compatriot 
Fita Lovin and Norwegian Grete 
Waitz, has declined an invitation 
to rake pan in the Five Mills race, 
the organisers said.

LONDON (R) — Thousands of 
Britain's diehard sportsmen, sch- 
oolboys, nostalgic politicians and 
the merely curious will jostle for 
places on the banks of London s 
River Thames Saturday to watch 
an historical pantomime. 

The occasion is the annual boat 
race between England's oldest 
universities, Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. The crowds are drawn not 
so much by their fascination for 
128 years of rowing rivalry as the 
secret hope that one of the crews 
might sink. Cambridge did. in ign- 
ominous style, four years ago. 

Honour is at stake and Oxford 
have rubbed salt in the wounds by 
winning for a record six years in a 
row. Last year they even int- 
roduced a woman cox to the helm 
for the first time, sending shock 
waves through this one-time bas- 
tion of male sport. 

Sue Brown will be steering 
again this year. But Perhaps more 
attention will be paid further up 
the Oxford boat to the giant Boris 
Rankov. who hopes to set a race 
record by rowing in his fifth suc- 
cessive victory. 


Rankov, the bespectacled son 

of a Yugoslav, is the oldest and 
biggest of the Oxford crew, wei- 
ghing almost 95 kilogramme. 

He equalled last year’s previous 
record of four victories in one of 
the Dark Blue's most powerful 
displays of strength and rhythm. 
In January, he decided to come 
out of retirement at the age of 27 
for another crack at Cambridge's 
overall lead of 68-56. 

Although Cambridge’s last vic- 
tory came when most of the pre- 
sent crew were still at school, the 
Light Blues can be more opt- 
imistic this year. They have vastly 
improved under the coaching of 
Graeme Hall who helped Britain 
to a silver medal in the Moscow 
Olympics. 

Earlier tbis week, Cambridge 
beat a national light-weight crew 
and went on to set a record along 
one stretch of the Thames. But 
London bookmakers still favour 
Oxford. 

The climax of months of hard 
training will be watched by mil- 
lions at home on television and be 
over in less than 20 minutes. 


LONDON I R 1 — Pele. one of the 
most famous names in soccer, tip- 
ped two South American and two ' 
European teams as his favourites 
in the World Cup finals starting in 
June. 

“It is very hard to say who will 
win," the winner of two World 
Cup medals said, but named his 
own country Brazil. Argentina, 
West Germany and hosts Spain as 
the teams to watch. 

Pele. here for a soccer pro- 
motional event, also chose Bel- 
gium as strong outsiders: “I very 
much like the way Belgium play. J 
think this year may be Belgium s. 

Pele, who made his name with a 
devastating appearance at the age 
of 17 when Brazil won the Cup in 


Sweden in 1958 and helped them 
to victory again in 1970 in Mexico, 
was less hopeful about England’s 
chances, saying they had a lot to 
prove as did Kevin Keegan who is 
“maybe in his last World Cup.’ 

As swift with words as he was on 
his feet, Pele dealt neatly when 
asked to compare Diego Mar- 
adona, the new soccer sensation 
from Argentina, with himself at 
the height of his career. 

“You have only one Beethoven, 
bur many good musicians. Only 
one Muhammed Ali, but many 
good boxers... maybe Maradona 
will be a very good player, or bet- 
ter, but differeut to Pele. I played 
my first game for Brazil when I 
was 16."

Capsula encapsulates the philosophy of a designer

MONCALJERI — The grey and white polystyrene 
model on the table looks like a passenger bus 
shrunk to the dimensions of a car. The chassis bar- 
ely clears the ground, but the veh9 seems as if it 
might be as tall as the traditional London taxi. "Do 
you realise, 7 1 said Sig Giorgetti Giugiaro., his hand 
quickly sketching out the shape on a sheet off a 
nearby memo pad, "that a car like this would be as 
short as a Volkswagen Golf but have more room 
than a Mercedes 500?” 


The model in question is a min- 
iature of the “capsula", a concept 
for the passenger car of the future, 
of which a fullscale mock-up will 
be on display at the Turin motor 
show next month (April). And the 
Capsula, one might say. enc- 
apsulates the philosophy of a mao 
who is increasingly regarded as the 
leading car and industrial designer 
of Italy, and perhaps the world. 

The names alone of Italian coa- 
chbuQders — Pinin farina, Ber- 
tone. Ghia and Zagato — convey 
luxury and beauty for those who 
can afford the best. Giugiano on 
the other hand has ushered in a 
new era in Italian design, by har- 
nessing more than ever before the 
country's instinctive genius for 
style to the practical, everyday 
needs of the mass market. 

He has been responsible for his 
fair share of Maseratis, Ferraris 
and the like. But a place in mot- 
oring histoty is assured by his inf- 
luence on the development of the 
ordinary family car. 

Sig Giugiaro has been earning 
his living, from industrial design 
since he was taken on at the age of 


1 7 by Rat's Centro Stile in Turin. 
From there he moved First to Ber- 
tone. then to Ghia. before setting 
up on his own in 196S. His com- 
pany, ltaldesign. is housed in a 
flat, hangar-like building at Mon- 
calieri, a few miles south of the 
city. Unlike Pin in far in a and Ber- 
tone. which have separate man- 
ufacturing operations, the com- 
pany has concentrated exclusively 
on design. 

The first big popular success of 
Sig Giugiaro and ltaldesign was 
the Alfasud, launched back in 
1971. Then came the Passat, Golf 
and Scirocco family for Vol- 
kswagen. which not only helped 
rescue West Germany’s biggest 
motor company but heralded Sig 
Giugiaro’s arrival as a force bey- 
ond Italy's frontiers. 

More recently. Fiat has leaned 
heavily on ltaldesign for its model 
range. The Panda Utility is his. as 
is the Lancia Delta, while the eag- 
erly awaited Tipo Uno. due to be 
un veiled at the end of this year as a 
replacement for the Fiat 1 27. was 
largely conceived by Giugiaro. 

Sig Guigiaro's art lies almost in

the concealment of an. “I stan 
with basic economic con- 
siderations. what people want and 
need. The important thing is that 
what I design is practical and 
works. The aestheticscome later." 
In any case, he says, “aesthetics 
are something in constant dev- 
elopment. A new design, a new 
fashio. startsoff by being accepted 
by an elite, then everyone gets 
used to them." 

The idea extends to other fields. 
Sig Giugiaro has designed cam- 
eras and sunglasses for Nikon, ele- 
ctric razors for Philips and sewing 
machines for Italy's Necchi con- 
cern. ltaldesign is currently wor- 
king on a project for the mun- 
icipality of Turin, to revamp the 
city's amenities. If h goes through. 
Italy's industrial capital will have 
Giugiaro -designed litterbins, tra- 
ffic lights, road signs and even chi- 
ldren's games in its parks. 

But cars still account for 90 per 
cent of his work and that of the 
200 stylists and engineers working 
flat out at ltaldesign. Design is one 
pari of the car industry that has. if 
anything, benefited from the sec- 
tor s difficulties, as the importance 
of a winning idea becomes ever 
larger. And the Capsula is a logical 
development of Sig Giugiaro's 
work to date. 

The trend, in an age of speed 
limits and costly oil, is towards fuel 
efficiency and comfort. Sig Giu- 
giaro's fundamental idea, of mak- 
ing cars not necessarily longer, but 
taller, to improve passenger com- 
fort and space, has a brilliant sim- 
plicity. The Panda in particular, is 
a step along the path away from 
the cramped, low-slung cars of the 
1960s and 1970s. 

The Capsula carries the process 
further. “1 got the idea from loo- 
king at those tourist buses where 
the luggage is stowed under the 
passenger section, if you did the 
same with caik. then you could get 
a real increase in passenger room. 
Engineers are now showing that 
road holding can be the same, 
even with vehicles higher off the 
road." 

Sig Giugiaro also points to the

appeal of Britain's Range Rover, 
bought at considerable expense by 
people who mostly don't really 
want a cross-country vehicle but 
one with extra room and visibility 
in ordinary conditions. 

The designer's life, of course, 
can be frustrating, not least over 
compromises that have to be made 
with the car companies, whose 
money it is that will be spent. Then 
again, says Sig Giugiaro. "the cli- 
ents look at my suggestions in the 
context of today’s models, when 
the design won't be on the streets 
for four years." 

To tackle these problems, a 
team of mechanics and engineers 


work on the industrial and tec- 
hnical implications of a design as it 
evolves. The process can extend to 
the construction of a working 
proto-type, costing on average 
L300 million to L400 million (S 
310.7011) ready 18 months after 
the first pencil lines on a drawing 
board. 

Nothing better underlines Sig 
Giugiaro's relevance to the ord- 
inary world than his success in 
Japan, that temple of mass pro- 
duction. “If I'm independent 
today, that's in part thanks to 
them. I've been working with the 
Japanese since 1976." That work 
includes — apart from the Nikon 


cameras — the Isuzu Piazza car 
(now in production) and a design 
from N" 7 that is faithfully rep- 
roduced in the Honda City model 
launched this year. 

“I've never been interested in 
production." he says. “But if this 
were Japan, there" d be a factory 
here. too. Of course. Italy with its 
individualism is stimulating. But if 
1 ever chose anywhere else. Td go 
to Japan, where I could do 10 
times more. But then again, the 
fact it is easier there might just 
send me to sleep."

HOUSTON (R) — Astronauts Jack Lousma 
and Gordon Fullerton Friday fired their 
space shuttle’s manoeuvring rockets* while 
experts on the ground studied a problem of 
communications. 


The astronauts, feeling fine 
after becoming accustomed to the 
lack of gravity, also continued sci- 
entific experiments on their fifth 
day in orbit. 

The rocket test firings were int- 
ended to demonstrate that the 
engines would work properly after 
being exposed to the bitter cold of 
space, minus 200 degrees Far- 
enheii (minus 130 C). 

One of the major objectives of 


the orbiter's seven-day mission, its 
third in space, is to show how well 
it works in the temperature ext- 
remes of space. In the sun, the 
temperature can soar to 200 deg- 
rees Farenheh (90 C). 

Mission officials said they were 
not really concerned about an 
apparent failure of part of the spa- 
ceship's communication system, 
because communications would 
work well without that part. 


Peking cold shoulders 
Brezhnev’s peace offer 


PEKING (R) — China Friday 
reacted coolly to Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev's call for an end 
to bitter hostility between the 
Communist giants, indicating that 
relations would improve only if 
Moscow alters its policies. 

Western diplomatic sources 
noted that an official Chinese sta- 
tement did not respond directly to 
Mr. Brezhnev's call for better rel- 
ations. focussing instead on the 
Soviet leaders criticism of China. 

One source called the statement 
“very curt and discouraging.'' and 
said it offered little hope of a rap- 
prochement between Moscow and 
Peking after 20 years of deep enm- 
ity. 

A Chinese foreign ministry 
spokesman said his government 
had noted President Brezhnev’s 
call made during a speech given 
by the Kremlin leader in the Sov- 
iet Asian city of Tashkent. 

Hie Chinese spokesman added: 


*'We firmly reject the attacks on 
China contained in the remarks. 

“In Sino-Soviet relations and 
international affairs, what we att- 
ach importance to are the actual 
deeds of the Soviet Union.'’ 

Diplomats said the reference to 
“actual deeds" indicated that 
China would consider a thaw in 
Sino-Soviet relations only if Mos- 
cow made concrete concessions to 
Peking over foreign policy or bil- 
ateral relations. 

Major points of difference inc- 
lude the presence of Soviet troops 
in Afghanistan, the longstanding 
Sino-Soviet border dispute and 
Soviet influence in Indochina. 

Diplomats said recent Chinese 
attacks on the Soviet Union bad 
been as intense as ever despite the 
cooling of Peking’s relations with 
the United States as a result of 
American plans to sell further fig- 
hter planes to Taiwan.

Anti-aircraft cannon stolen in W. Germany 

BONN (R) — Thieves have stolen a 20-mfliimetre anti-aircraft 
cannon from a sealed railway truck in a freight depot at Emden in 
northern Germany, a defence ministry spokesman said Thursday 
night. He said the thieves broke into the wagon on the night ofM arch 
1 1 and stole the three-metre long barrel and breech of the gun after 
dismantling the weapon from its base. He declined to comment on a 
report in the mass-circulation Bild newspaper, which said security 
officials feared the theft was carried out by urban guerrillas. Bfld said 
i the officials noted that a NATO summit conference was scheduled to 
: take place in Bonn in June which U.S. President Ronald Reagan was 
due to attend. It said security' experts warned the West German 
government several weeks ago of the possibility of guerrilla attacks 
on conference participants. The defence ministry spokesman said the 
type of gun stolen had been in service with German forces for at least 
in years, indicating that the theft involved no loss of secrets. 

Twin test-tube babies bom in Canada 


OAKVILLE. Ontario (R) — A 35-year-old Canadian woman gave 
birth Thursday to twin test-tube boys, believed to be the first twins in 
North America conceived outside the womb, hospital officials said. 
Kit Rankin gave birth a few weeks prematurely at the hospital in this 
iown near Toronto, where officials said they were all doing well. The 
babies, who weighed 3.1 K kilogrammes and 2.84 kilogrammes, were 
conceived last July when Mrs. Rankin and her husband Lan visited 
the clinic of doctors Patrick Steptoe and Robert Edwards, pioneers of 
the technique, in Oldham. England. Two eggs were removed from 
Mrs. Rankin, fertilised with her husband's sperm in a glass dish and 
implanted in her womb again. The world's first test-tube baby was 
born at the clinic four years ago. About 30 test-tube babies, including 
one pair ot twins, have been bom in several countries since then. The 
Rankin twins were the first test-tube babies bom in Canada. 

Two" Soviets sentenced to death for murder 

MOSCOW (A.P.) — Two brothers were sentenced ro death by a 
'court in Kiev for murdering one of the man’s wife and her girlfriend, a 
Soviet newspaper reported Friday. The newspaper Soviet Culture 
(Sovietskaya Kultuga) did not say whether the two men have been 
executed yet. but said there was no appeal possible against the 
verdict. Executions in the Soviet Union are carried out by firing 
squad. The newspaper said that Viktor Basov, 22. and his 26- 
vear-old brother Nikolai used hatchests to kill Mr. Viktor's wife 
Rimma and her friend Ira Bresskaya. They then set fire to tbe 
apartment to destroy the evidence, but were caught less than ten 
hours after the murder. Soviet Culture said, adding that the crime 
was planned last December and carried out in January. 

Hostesses warned breasts could explode 

MELBOURNE ( R) — Australian airline hostesses have been war- 
ned that if they have surgery to improve their cleavage, their breasts 
could explode in flight. The Airlines Hostesses Association magazine j 
Arielle said in its latest edition that the U.S. American Medical I 
Association had warned American stewardesses who have had sil- j 
icone implants to enlarge their breasts that the implants could exp- j 
lode at high altitudes. “It seems that the silicone implant might j 
expand like a balloon to two or three times its normal size with 
sudden changes of pressure." the magazine said. No such mid-fiight 
explosions have been reported so far. 

Extremists attack f^ombay U.S. consulate 

NEW DELHI (R) — Guards shot dead one person Thursday after a 
croup of rightwing extremists attacked the U.S. consulate in the 
western Indian city of Bombay, the Press Trust of India (PT1) rep- 
orted. The news agency said 21 people were arrested after several 
cars were set on fire and some of the consulate's windows broken. 
PTI quoted police as saying a breakaway group of the militant 
regional Shiv Sena organisation was behind the attack. 


The shuttle has two complete

He was the fourth person killed 
in northern Spain this week by tbe 
Basque separatist organisation 
ETA, police said. 

Reagan 
explains 
policy to 
Pertini 

. WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan has explained his Centra] 
American policy to Italian Pre- 
sident Sandro Pertini and was told 
Italians were concerned and div- 
ided over the conflict in El Sal- 
vador. 

Mr. Pertini, who has criticised 
the tough U.S. policy toward Sal- 
vadorean leftists, listened without 
replying to Mr. Reagan's exp- 
lanation. senior administration 
officials said. 

Because Mr. Pertini is not head 
of government. Foreign Minister 
Emilio Colombo replied in a way 
appearing to give qualified sup- 
port. 

The officials said Mr. Colombo 
told Mr. Reagan Italian opinion of 
events in El Salvador and the ele- 
ctions on Sunday was divided. 

But he said tbe Italian gov- 
ernment understood why the Uni- 
ted States supported the elections, 
which are opposed by guerrillas 
challenging the U.S.-backed junta 
in El Salvador. 

The officials said Mr. Colombo 
strongly supported Mr. Reagan's 
Caribbean development plan as a 
way to alleviate social and eco- 
nomic problems which have cre- 
ated political disaffection in cou- 
ntries such as El Salvador. 

Mr. Colombo suggested Eur- 
opean nations should support Mr. 
Reagan's plan and take part in its 
implementation, the officials said. 

The two presidents were joined 
by Mr. Colombo. U.S. Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig, National 
Security Adviser William Clark 
and other officials after a private 
meeting. 

The officials said tbe talks went 
extremely well because Italy and 
tbe United States agreed on imp- 
ortant world issues such as Poland. 
Afghanistan and tbe Middle East. 


j ANKARA (A.P.I — Turkey 
1 Friday denied Greek all- 
egations that its military air- 
craft had violated its Aegean 
neighbour’s airspace during 
recent navy and air force exe- 
rcises. 

A Turkish note to this effect 
was verbally relayed to tbe cou- 
nsellor of the Greek embassy in 
Ankara, foreign ministry spo- 
kesman Nazmi Akim an told 
reporters. 

The Greek government pro- 
tested Turkey several times this 
month for the flight of Turkish 
military jets over its islands. 

The protests led to a sharp 
retort by Turkey’s Premier 
Buiend Ulnsu two weeks ago. 


NEW DELHI (R) — India is con- 
sidering acquiring an improved 
version of the Soviet- buSt MiG 
a i rcr a ft. Defence Minister Rama- 
swami Venkataraman told par- 
liament Friday. 

He said that in a meeting with 
Soviet Defence Minister Dimitry 
Ustinov here last week: “We dis- 
cussed about the possibility, the 
need and the arrangement for get- 
ting the improved and latest ver- 
sions of equipment and the MiG 
family of aircraft." 

The Indian air force already has 
MiG-21 and MiG-23 aircraft and 
these have been joined recently by 
some MiG-25 reconn aisance air- 
craft known to NATO as “Fox- 
bat.” 

Mr. Venkataraman, speaking 


during a debate on the defence 
budget, did not identify the type of 
MiG currently under con- 
sideration. 

The Soviet Union is India's 
main arms supplier though New 
Delhi in recent years has dev- 
ersified its purchases, opting for 
the Anglo-French Jaguar strike 
aircraft and West German sub- 
marines. Negotiations are cur- 
rently under way for the purchase 
of the French Mirage 2000 com- 
bat plane. 

Marshal Ustinov pledged dur- 
ing a five-day visit to New Delhi at 
the head of a military delegation 
that Moscow would continue to 
meet India's defence req- 
uirements.

Lisbon coalition in political storm 


LISBON (R) — Portugal" s Prime 
Minis ter Francisco Pinto Bal- 
semao on Friday sought to wea- 
ther a political storm and fend off 
pressure for his resignation after a 
split in tbe ruling coalition. 

President Antonio Ramalho 
Eanes summoned the speaker of 
parliament, Francisco Olvcria 
Dias, Friday night an hour before 
his regular weekly meeting with 
the prime minister to discuss a 
recent incident that led ton break 
between Mr. Balsemao's Social 
Democratic Party (PSD) and its 
Christian Democrat (CDS) par- 
tners. 

The authoritative Lisbon daily 
Diario de Noticias said in an edi- 


torial it would be premature to 
conclude that Gen. Eanes was. 
about to dismiss the prime min- 
ister or that internal squabbles in 
tbe coalition would bring down 
.the government. 

Gen. Eanes, who earlier rec- 
eived former Socialist Prime Min- 
ister Mario Soares, leader of the 
main opposition party, is willing to 
dismiss the prime minister if it 
becomes obvious that he no longer 
has the confidence of his par- 
liamentary majority, according ro 
sources close to the president. 

The split in tbe ruling alliance 
was sparked off by a Communist 
censure motion against the gov- 


ernment last Thursday which the 
coalition should have had oo dif- 
ficulty in defeating. 

When the prime minister boy- 
cotted the debate, the Christian 
Democrats' parliamentary leader 
severely criticised his absence. 
The debate was eventually can- 
celled but the dispute in the all- 
iance snowballed with PSD dep- 
uties accusing tbe CDS of wanting 
to bring down the coalition. 

The CDS leader. Deputy Prime 
Minister Diogo Freitas do Ama- 
ral. is due to return from the Uni- 
ted States Saturday when mem- 
bers of the alliance will meet in an 
effort to patch up the quarrel. 


EAST BERLIN (R) — East 
Germany's official media Friday 
urged citizens to Line tbe streets of 
East Berlin on Monday to greet 
Poland’s military ruler, Gen. Woj- 
ciech jaruzelski, in a dem- 
onstration of support for his mar- 
tial law policies. 

Gen. Jaruzelskfs visit, now 
expected to last a single day as did 
his trip to Moscow at the beg- 
inning of the month, will be the 
second stop in what appears to be 
turning into a triumphal tour of 
Poland's East European allies fol- 
lowing the suppression of the free 
trade union Solidarity. 

The official press published a 
map of tbe route he will take thr- 
ough the city from Schoenefeld 
Airport to the government guest 
house of Niederschoenhausen, 
and urged the people to prepare a 
hearty welcome for “the rep- 
resentatives of our Polish brother 
nation.” i 

Posters of Gen. Jaruzelski and 
East German Communist Party 
leader Erich Honecker appeared 
in shop windows, while Polish, 
East German and plain red flags 
hung from every lamppost and 
public building on the route. 

Large hoardings proclaimed: 
“The alliance between Poland and 
the German Democratic 
Republic— an important factor for 
peace in Europe."

DACCA (R) — More than 200 
people have been arrested by the 
new military government in Ban- 
gladesh for alleged corruption and 
misuse of office, the authorities 
said Friday. 

Authoritative sources said tro- 
ops and police were still searching 
for a number of former ministers 
and rich businessmen who will be 
tried on corruption charges by mil- 
itary courts. 

Tbe martial law administration 


set up after Wednesday's blo- 
odless coup said 212 people had 
been arrested on charges of cor- 
ruption and misuse of office. 

LL-Gen. Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad, who took power in the 
coup, said in a television speech 
Thursday night that be had iau- 
ched an anti-corruption cam- 
paign 

Perhaps as many as 15 ex- 
ministers are in hiding from tbe 
authorities, the sources said.

Jenkins’ Glasgow win boosts SDP 


GLASGOW. Scotland (R)— Bri- 
tain's Social Democratic ban- 
dwagon gathered new momentum 
Friday with the victory of the 
party's co-founder Roy Jenkins in 
a parliamentary by-election. 

He won in the Hillhead district 
of Glasgow, setting tbe scene for a 
triumphal return to parliament 
which he left five years ago to bec- 
ome president of the European 
Economic Community Com- 
mission in Brussels. 

Mr. Jenkins, 61. was being hai- 
led Friday as likely prime minister 
if the centrist alliance between the 
Social Democrats and the Liberals 
from a government. 

David Owen, like Mr. Jenkins a 
co-founder of the Social Dem- 
ocratic Party (SDP). said: “He is 
certainly going to be the leader of 
the alliance in parliament and our 
prime ministerial candidate.” 

“He’s the natural person to 
weld the two partners together." 

Liberal leader David Steel said: 
“No seat in the country is now safe 
from the challenge of the all- 
iance." 

Mr. Jenkins moved swiftly Fri- 
day to shore up the alliance, rec- 
ently under strain, by driving 1 10 
kilometres to address the Scottish 
Liberal Party's annual conference. 

Friday was the first anniversary 
of the Social Democratic party, 
which Mr. Jenkins and three other 
former ministers founded after 
breaking away from the opp- 
osition Labour Party in alarm at its 
drift top tbe radical left. 

While exuding confidence 
about his prospects Friday Mr. 
Jenkins told a news conference be 


did not want to make any rash for- 
ecasts about the choice of party 
leader. 

But Mr. Jenkins, the Oxford- 
educated son of a Welsh coal 
miner, made clear that nothing 
had changed since he said earlier 
this year that he would not turn 
down the chance of becoming 
prime minister.

UNITED NATIONS (R) — Nic- 
araguan leader Daniel Ortega 
Saavedra has urged a peaceful set- 
tlement for Central America and 
said he is ready to meet President 
Reagan. 

In the U.N. Security Council 
Thursday he accused the United 
States of plotting to invade his 
country. 

The Nicaraguan junta coo- 
rdinator called for a peaceful sol- 
ution to the Central American cri- 
sis and a ban on acts of force or 
militazy threats in the region. 

Then at a press conference he 
told reporters. “We have exp- 
ressed our willingness to speak 
with President Reagan any time. If 
we have that opportunity here, of 
course immediately we would 
speak with President Reagan.” 

In the United Nations. U.S. 
Ambassador Jeanne Kirkpatrick 
expressed firm opposition to the 


Security Council adopting any 
resolution on Nicaragua's inv- 
asion allegation. 

“Our government would be 
very much opposed to an action by 
tbe Security Council on the Nic- 
araguan question. We do not bel- 
ieve this is an appropriate arena,” 
she said. 

Ambassador Kirkpatrick called 
Nicaragua's charges “extravagant 
and baseless.” 

Nicaragua's Sandinista lea- 
dership was trying to subvert and 
overthrow neighbouring gov- 
ernments, she said. A prime target 
was El Salvador, where the U.S.- 
backed Junta is battling guerrillas 
attempting to block national ele- 
ctions on Sunday. 

As well as playing a key role in 
the Nicaragua debate Mrs. Kir- 
kpatrick, as council president for 
March, is heavily involved in the 
rest of the council's work.

JAKARTA — Indonesia's most 
distinguished dissident, former 
Defence Minister Abdul Haris 
Nasution, has launched a fresh 
attack on President Suharto's 
government as campaigning starts 
for this year s general election. 

Nobody doubts that the ruling 
military-backed “functional 
group.” Golkar, wfl] win a third 
overwhelming victory in the May 
4 polL The economy is buoyant if 
not booming, food production is at 
an all-time high and Gen. Suh- 
arto's grip on the reins of power is 
stronger than ever. 

The already weak official opp- 
osition parties, the Muslim- 
dominated United Development 
Party (PPP) and Nationalist 
Democratic Party (PDI), have 
also suffered internal rifts. 

The officially-permitted 45-day 
campaign period begins next 
Monday but under new reg- 
ulations the texts of speeches must 
be submitted to the authorities for 
approval two weeks in advance. 

The parliamentary election, and 
next year's selection by the upper 
house of President Suharto for a 
fourth term, should progress like 
the time-honoured conventions of 
a traditional puppet play. 

It there are any hiccups in the 
formalised script they are likely to 
emanate not from the official 
opposition but from Gen. Nas- 
ution and bis supporters. 

Gen. Nasution, a 63-year-old 
retired career army officer, was 
among 50 influential Indones ian^ 
who petitioned parliament in 
1980 to censure President Suharto 
for not establishing a more dem- 
ocratic system. 

Since then the so-called “Group 
of 50,” which includes retired mil- 


itary officers, politicians and aca- 
demics, has issued several sta- 
tements alleging abuses of aut- 
hority, deviations from the cou- 
ntry’s 1945 constitution and ele- 
ctoral raalpractises. 

In his latest statement, cir- 
culated this week, Gen. Nasution. 
as the sole signatory, appeals to 
the armed forces to consider what 
he describes as deviations from 
the constitution they are pledged 
to uphold. 

The statement takes the form of 
an open letter and 11-page mem- 
orandum addressed to the cha- 
irmen of the house of rep- 
resentatives and the People's 
Consultative Congress (upper 
house). 

In essence it reminds the mil- 
itary establishment that following 
the 1965 abortive Communist 
coup (in which Gen. Nasution 
himself narrowly escaped Com- 
munist assassination squads) it set 
out to correct the Sukarno adm- 
inistration's constitutional vio- 
lations. 

Now. according to Gen. Nas- 
ution, the Suharto administration 
is perpetuating itself in power by 
retaining emergency decrees and 
laws after a decade of stability, by 
retaining extra-constitutional 
bodies like rhe powerful Kop- 
kamtib national security agency, 
and by a system under which a sole 
presidential candidate is elected 
by acclamation from a congress 
only 39 per cent of which is dir- 
ectly elected. 

“History teaches that every 
time there is a deviation from the 
spirit of the 1945 (independence) 
constitution there is a national 
disaster," Gen. Nasution wrote. 

It is difficult to estimate how 
much effect, if any, the statements 
of Gen. Nasution and his group 
will have on the electorate and the 


election. The local press is banned 
from publicising these statements. 

According to one Western • 
ambassador; "An elder statesman 
of Nasution's stature is hard to 
suppress and must be a thorn in 
the government's side." 

Nevertheless officials are con- 
fident this year’s poll will be the 
smoothest and quietest of any to 
date and national security chief 
Adm. Sudomo assured bus- 
inessmen at a lunch last week: "I 
would like to invite you to con- 
tinue and increase your inv- 
estment in Indonesia, where sta- 
bility is guaranteed.” 

Indonesia's »S2 million electors 
will vote for 360 members of the 
House of representatives on May 
4. and a further 100 are pre- 
sidential or government app- 
. ointees. 

All lower-house rep- 
resentatives are in the 920-seat 
. congress, the majority of which is 
made up of appointees or mem- 
bers because of their jobs, such as 
regional administrators. 

It is congress which will choose 
the new president next year and if, 
as expected, it is Gen. Suharto he 
will have ruled the country for 21 
years by 1988 - longer than Ind- 
onesia's first President Sukarno. 

More than half the gov- 
ernorships of the country's 27 
provinces are occupied by serving 
or retired military officers as is 
half the cabinet. 

At the last general election in 
1977 Golkar won 232 (64 per 
cent) of the seats, the PPP won 99 
seats (28 per cent) and the PDI 
won 29 seats (eight per cent).

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Pentagon notifies 
Congress on sale 
of F-16s to Egypt 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) - 
The U.S. Defence Department 
has notified Congress of a pro- 
posal to sell Egypt 40 F- 1 6 tactical 
fighter aircraft and 220 M-6UA3 
tanks, according to a press mem- 
orandum from the Pentagon. 
Total cost of the planes, including 
auxiliary and support equipment 
and spare parts, was estimated at 
$1,400 million. Value of tbe 
tanks, including 23 tank recovery 
vehicles, equipment, ammunition, 
spare parts and training, was est- 
imated at $426 million. 

Israel prepares 
Yamit evacuation 

YAMIT. Occupied Sinai (A.P.) — 
The Israeli army brought tractors, 
bulldozers and other heavy equ- 
ipment into this town Friday' in 
readiness for its evacuation next 
week. About 50 truckloads of 
household effects left Yamit, 
bound for tbe homes that res- 
idents of the town will occupy 
after their evacuation. But some 
200 opponents of the withdrawal 
arrived at Yamit to bolster the 
die-hard settlers who have vowed 
to fight the pullback. Yamit and a 
dozen surrounding farm set- 
tlements built by Israel are to be 
abandoned when the area is ret- 
urned to Egypt under the terms of 
the peace treaty. 

U.S. admits 
contacts with Iraq 
on Israeli arms 
supplies to Iran 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Uni- 
ted States has acknowledged it 
had talked to Iraq about reports of 
Israeli arms transfers to Iran and 
said it .was against sending wea- 
pons to either side in the Iran-Iraq 
war. The Washington Post rep- 
orted from Baghdad Thursday 
that Iraq had protested several 
times to the United States about 
Israel's reported supply of arms 
and military equipment to Iran, 
asking the Reagan administration 
to order Israel to end the shi- 
pments. Asked about the report. 
State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer said Iraq had raised 
reports of arms shipments “from 
time to time." 

W. Germany deports 
Syrian suspects 

STUTTGART (R) — West Ger- 
many has deported three Syrians 
suspected of preparing attacks on 
exiled supporters of the fun- 
damentalist Muslim Brotherhood, 
the Stuttgart prosecutor's office 
said Friday. The move was linked 
with threats of reprisals made aga- 
inst West German citizens and ins- 
tallations in tbe Middle East if the 
men, arrested in Stuttgart on 
March 1, were not released, the 
office said. A foreign ministry 
spokesman, who declined to give 
details, said tbe West German 
school and two German-run ins- 
titutes in Beirut were temporarily 
closed on security grounds this 
week. Bonn's ambassador in Bei- 
rut, Horst Schmidt Dornedden, 
had since returned to Bonn to 
report on the situation, he said. 
The prosecutor's office said inv- 
estigations showed the three men 
had probably been planning to 
attack Syrian supporters in West 
Germany of the Muslim Bro- 
therhood, which has mounted 
armed uprisings against the gov- 
ernment of President Hafez Al 
Assad. 

Barre attacks Libya 

BONN (R) — Somali President 
Mohammad Siad Barre has des- 
cribed Libya as the home of world 
terrorists and said he had advised . 
teeny African leaders not to alt- 
end the Organisation of African 
Unity (OAU) summit in Tripoli-
